Round-the-clock efforts con- 


tinued to suck up the remaining 
oil with pump boats or to soak It 
up with tons of straw or similar 
materials. 


Until the ocean and beaches 


can be cleared of this slime—a 
task that may take weeks—the 
slicks remain a trap for wide- 
winged birds that dive for fish 
or 
the long-legged ones that 


scour the surf for crabs and 
clams. 


The rescue stations are bird 


laundries where the feathered 
unfortunates are washed in oil- 
dissolving 
agents, 
hand-dried 


and kept in warm pens. 


One 
problem: 
Laundered 


birds can't be put back in the 
sea right away, says a Fish and

man, because 
"they'd 


sink like a rock. They have no 
natural oil on their feathers."

were more than 800 one-bank 
holding companies In December 
with aggregate deposits of more 
than $100 billion. In 1965 there 
were 550, 
mostly small ones, 


with $15 billion In deposits.

Vietnam have been discussing 
the possibility of substantial 
American troop reductions In 
the relatively near future as the 
Saigon forces increase their 
ability to take over more of the 
fighting. 


The spring meeting will in- 


volve the foreign ministers of 
the involved countries with the 
United States to be represented 
by Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers. 


Besides the more than half- 


million Americans fighting in 
Vietnam, South Korea has 50,000 
troops, Thailand 12,000, Austra- 
lia 8,000 The Philippines a com- 
bat engineer batallion and New 
Zealand less than 1,000.

taped or filmed in advance, suf* 
fered little disarray after the 
massive snow storm that on 
Sunday and Monday practically 
paralyzed the eastern seaboard 
from Virginia to New England, 


.fust about the only really no* 


ticeablenchanges were on NBC's 
"Today" and " T o n i g h t ' s 
shows. Today's Prank Blair was 
the only regular In sight. Hugh 
D o w n s , 
weekending and 


couldn't make it back to New 
York since the city's airports 
were closed. 
Ed N e w m a n , 


NBC's competent man of all 
work, took over on short notice 
and handled his assignment 
smoothly. Joe Garagiola and 
Barbara 
Walters were both 


away from the show, too, and 
none of the Tonight regulars 
made it. 


Arthur Godfrey, who usually^, 


flies back to Manhattan from 
his Virginia farm on Sundays 
and tapes a few of his CBS-radio 
shows, was also snowed out. In 
the emergency he filled his half 
hour 
with a rambling mono- 


logue which he telephoned from 
his southern home. 


But 
any 
emergency—the 


East's 
crippling 
snow, 
the 


West's destructive rains, the 
power blackout of several years 
ago—serve to demonstrate the 
usefulness of TV's less glamor- 
ous sister, radio. 


TV may have sent bulletins 


about the storm crawling across 
Its screen during scheduled pro- 
grams but it was radio that was 
the citizen's friend. While the 
falling snow on Sunday was still 
just a nuisance, the local sta- 
tions of New York's metropoli- 
tan area—and presumably all 
through the afflicted area—were 
on the job. They reported the in- 
creasing driving hazards. They 
told of specific conditions and 
constantly predicted—too opti- 
mistically it turned out—the du- 
ration and size of the storm. 


As conditions worsened, radio 


became our primary source of 
information 
through 
Monday. 


Radio told us what schools were 
closed, what roads were Impass- 
able, what trains were—or were 
not—running. It also gave us 
numbers to call in emergencies. 


Since 
there 
is 
always a 


chance that electric power may 
be'knocked but in'a storm, a^ 
good 1969 resolution is to be 
sure there is a transistor radio 
in good working order around 
the house as well as the usual 
flashlights and candles. 


After 
hearing warnings all 


day about over-exertion from 
snow shoveling, ABC's excellent 
special, "Heart Attack" was 
especially timely. 


The 
program interestingly 


showed 
the 
most 
elaborate 


treatment 
for heart patients, 


and its point was to demon- 
strate the work of coronary care 
units In hospitals. These units 
are still not installed in 70 per 
cent of the nation's 7,000 hospi- 
tals. And the heart patient taken 
to a hospital without such a 
unit, said the program's narra- 
tor, E. G. Marshall, is "not bet- 
ter off than he was If he had had 
the attack 30 years ago." 


Pspeclally impressive were 


scenes showing the doctors, and 
specially trained nurses of the 
unit working like a well re- 
hearsed team a moment after 
the nurse noticed a change In 
the beat of a patients heart, 
seen on a monitor.

Be- 
fore the race, Carlos, the con- 
troversial sprinter from San 
Jose State, told Green: "It 
won't takfi.,.muc> ;for;,TOe.-'to.beaJt, 
you tonight." 


"He responds well in the big 


meets. He's a real tough com- 
petitor," Whelan said Monday 
by telephone from Lexington. 


Green's 
biggest disappoint- 


ment came last year at the 
Olympic Trials.

in his leg and couldn't compete 
but was allowed to participate 
In special tryouts for competi- 
tors who were injured.

Vatican's 
Italian Deal 
in Jeopardy

ROME (AP) — The Concordat 


that binds the Italian state to 
the Roman Catholic Church is 
40 years old today and on the 
anniversary is facing a major 
challenge. 


The Concordat is one of the 


three treaties that freed the 
Popes from self-imprisonment 
In the Vatican and ended 60 
years of feuding following Ita- 
ly'*''*ariHexfltion 'of the Papal 
States. Mussolini and represent- 
atives of Pope Pius XI signed 
the pacts on Feb. 11,1929. 


The Concordat regulates the 


condition of religion and of the 
Church( In Italy, and the Vatican 
has always defended it tooth 
and nail. Pope Paul VI de- 
scribed it a year ago as "an evi- 
dent necessity for the true good 
of the Italian people and for its 
future." But 
Italy's 
church 


of the Christian 
Democrats, 


can no longer govern without 
the support of the Socialists; to 


satisfy the Socialists the govern- 
ment has named a commission 
of jurists to draw up a thorough 
revision of the Concordat and 
has won parliamentary support 
for the project. 


The major controversy be- 


tween Church and State stems 
from a bill to legalize divorce In 
Italy. The Concordat established 
Roman Catholicism as Italy's 
official religion, and the Vatican 
says this Implies recognition of 
the Church's stand that a mar- 
riage 
cannot 
be dissolved. 


Hence it says that the divorce 
bill violates the Conccordat. 


The Vatican takes the same 


position toward proposals to 
legalize the general sale of con- 
traceptives in Italy; the Church 
bans' the use; Of contraceptives 
by Catholics, therefore contra- 
ceptives In Italy violate the Con- 
cordat. 


Among the provisions of the 


treaty 
which the government 


commission is reported consid- 
ering for revision are those 
which make the teaching of reli- 
gion mandatory in all schools; 
give Rome a special status as a 
sacred city, provided special 
treatment for clergy and nuns 
arrested for common crimes, 
gives full civil validity to all re-

is a much better way to restruc- 
ture and revitalize the party.

Hanoi Aide's 
Trip Home 
Significant

PARIS (AP) — Le Due Tho's 


two previous trips home from 
the Paris peace talks coincided 
with a delicate phase in negotia- 
tions between North Vietnam 
and the United States. Now the 
chief adviser to Hanoi's peace 
conference delegation is on his 
way home again. 


Tho left Monday with stops en 


route scheduled In Moscow and 
Peking, the principal contribu- 
tors to North Vietnam's war ef- 
fort. 
U.S. delegation sources 


feel Tho might have been re- 
called for a policy review. They 
are 
discouraging 
speculation 


that he is taking back a new 
U.S. proposal for top-level con- 
sideration. 


On the surface there are no 


symptoms of progress in the 
peace talks. But the circum- 
stances of Tho's last two trips 
home give support to specula- 
tion 
that his trial, be due to 


some hidden, significant devel- 
opments. 


After arriving in Paris last 


June 3 to supervise the North 
Vietnamese delegation, Tho re- 
turned to Hanoi on June 29. This 
was at the start of a summer- 
long lull in major Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese ground action 
in South Vietnam and of a peri- 
od of intensive secret diplomacy 
In Paris. 


During Tho's absence, a rank- 


Ing North Vietnamese official 
confided to the French Foreign 
Ministry that the lull was Ha- 
noi's response to the American 
demand for reciprocity in nego- 
tiations for a total halt in the 
bombing of North Vietnam. 


Throughout July, Washington 


debated whether the lull in 
fighting was really initiated by 
Hanoi and whether It was suffi- 
cient reason to halt all bombing 
above the 17th Parallel. But the 
Johnson administration decided 
against 
halting 
the bombing 


then, and Tho came back to 
Paris Aug. 13, 


His next departure on Oct. 14 


was in the midst of terminal 
bargaininr over a bombing halt, 
when proposals were being ex- 
changed between the Americans 
and the North Vietnamese in 
private 
meetings 
outside the 


conference hall, 


Early In October, Ambassa* 


dor Xuan Thuy hinted that Ha- 
noi would agree to enlarged 
talks with Saigon and the Viet 
Cong participating even if U.S. 
reeonaissance flights over North 
Vietnam continued. This was a 
significant 
modification 
of 


Tbuy's stand in the preceding 
five months of bilateral talks. 


While Tho was home report* 


ing to President Ho Chi Minn, 
the North Vietnamese signalled 
their acceptance of the U.S. 
bombing halt package. On Oct. 
31 President Johnson announced 
the cessation of bombing. 


Tho returned to Paris Nov. 23, 


and the first session of the four- 
party talks was held Jan. 18.

New Jersey 
Renews Fire 
on N. Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) - The battle- 


ship New Jersey returned to the 
Vietnam war after a month off 
the firing line and smashed 64 
enemy bunkers south of Da 
Nang, military spokesmen re- 
ported today. 


For four hours Monday, the 


56,000-ton battlewagon hurled 
1,900-pound shells at North Viet- 
namese fortifications which an 
air spotter said "have been im- 
pervious to previous strikes." 


The New Jersey's bombard- 


ment was in support of South 
Korean marines and killed at 
least five enemy soldiers, a 
spokesman reported. 


The battleship had been in Ja- 


pan for routine maintenance 
and replenishment of her sup- 
plies. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced another American heli- 
copter was shot down and de- 
stroyad near Pleiku, in the Cen- 
tral Highlands, but there were 
no casualties. It was the 2,356th 
U.S. helicopter lost during the 
war. 


Viet Cong and North Viet- 


namese forces stepped up their 
ground war during the night 
with attacks on ttjee provincial 
capitals, two allied bases, a pac- 
ification team and a govern- 
ment infantry battalion. The 
North Vietnamese also fired on 
a small U.S. observation plane 
over the southern half of the De- 
militarized Zone but missed it. 


South Vietnamese troops were 


hard hit in two of the attacks, 
suffering 24 dead and 53 wound- 
ed while accounting for only 14 
known enemy dead. The rest of 
the attacks caused only a hand- 
ful of American and South Viet- 
namese wounded and light dam- 
age. 


In the 
Mekong Delta, 102 


miles southwest of Saigon, Viet 
Cong soldiers ripped Into a 
South Vietnamese infantry bat- 
talion with withering machine- 
gun and small arms fire. After 
the action, 12 South Vietnamese 
soldiers were dead, 35 were 
wounded, and only seven enemy 
bodies were counted. The South 
Vietnamese soldiers may have 
been ambushed in the canal- 
laced delta, but no other details 
were available. 


Another heavy assault came 


before dawn when enemy forces 
pumped 50 to 100 mortar rounds 
into Phu Bon, a provincial capi. 
tal in the Central Highlands, 
and then stormed the town's 
military headquarters, firing

gers Indicated a "slight thaw" 
In the Cuban government's atti- 
tude toward hijackings. 


The pilot of the hlracked plane

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Arkansas House finally got a 
chance to vote on a mixed- 
drink bill Monday and, as ex- 
pected, crushed a proposal to 
allow the state Alcoholic Bev- 
erage Control Board to issue 
permits for the sale of drinks 
In wet counties without a local 
option election. 


The vote was 11-84 on the bill 


by Rep. Allan Dishongh of Lit- 
tle Rock. 


Meanwhile, the lower cham- 


ber attached an amendment to 
the administration's local op- 
tion mixed-drink bill to provide 
for the serving of drinks in pri- 
vate clubs In dry counties. 


The administration measure 


has been gaining strength in the 
House and some legislators say 
the amendment will Increase 
chances of passage. 


Dlshongh's measure, HB 125, 


triggered about 45 minutes of 
debate in which Reps. James C. 
"Bud" Dawson of Conway and 
John Miller of Melbourne ex- 
pressed outspoken opposition to 
It.

drink bills In the House and 
"this Is worse than the other 
one."
